the  Construction  Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act, 
as  amended  (33  U.S.C.  1251  et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  take  any  and 
all  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  whatever  easements  and  lands 
as  are  required  to  comply  with  Permit  No.  N.P.D.E.S.  N.H.  01(X)48,  initially 
certified  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission on  July  20,  1975  under  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  92500.  Further, 
the  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  employ  whatever  statutory  provisions, 
including  RSA  31:92-a,  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  in  order  to  se- 
cure the  easements  and  lands  required  for  the  project.

"Appropriations  recommended  by  Budget  Committee"  gives  estimated  "Amount  to  be 
raised  by  Property  Taxes,"  exclusive  of  County  and  School  Taxes. 
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SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 

You  may  not  be  aware  that  the  City  of  Concord  is  receiving  a  portion  of 
tax  revenue  which  justly  belongs  to  the  Town  of  Bow.  We  are  referring  to  the 
Savings  Bank  Tax.  Records  show  that  in  1891,  Bow's  population  was  725  and 
revenue  received  from  the  Savings  Bank  Tax  was  $2,521.35.  In  1976,  our 
population  increased  over  four  and  one-half  times  to  3300,  but  the  revenue 
received  from  the  Savings  Bank  Tax  increased  less  than  two  times  to 
$4,321.41.  Please  check  your  passbooks  and  be  sure  that  you  list  your  resi- 
dence as  Bow,  not  Concord. 

We  are  continuing  our  efforts  to  resolve  the  many  problems  surrounding 
the  construction  of  a  new  Railroad  overpass  on  River  Road  and  will  further 
pursue  these  efforts  this  coming  year. 

Our  Town  is  still  growing.  The  year  1976  ended  with  47  new  single  family 
building  permits  being  issued — an  increase  of  six  over  last  year's  41  permits. 

Please  bear  in  mind  that  copies  of  our  Town's  history  "100  acres,  more  or 
less"  are  still  available  for  $20.00  each  at  the  Selectmen's  office.  Bicentennial 
coins  are  also  still  on  sale.  Both  make  excellent  gifts. 

You  will  fmd  articles  in  this  year's  Warrant  dealing  with  proposed  uses  of 
the  recently  purchased  Upton  land.  Considerable  time  and  energy  have  been 
spent  in  analyzing  these  parcels  so  that  they  can  be  put  to  their  best  use.  We, 
as  Selectmen,  hope  that  you  will  support  these  very  important  articles. 

The  Selectmen  have  approved  a  recommendation  from  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  to  number  all  dwellings  in  the  Town.  This  is  a  joint  effort  which 
is  being  accomplished  by  the  Building  Inspector,  in  cooperation  with  the  Po- 
lice and  Fire  Departments.  Once  all  buildings  are  numbered,  this  will  assist 
these  departments  in  locating  a  particular  building  in  an  emergency  situ- 
ation. 

You  will  fmd  an  article  in  the  Warrent  regarding  the  purchase  of  addi- 
tional land  next  to  Sargent  Park  behind  the  Municipal  Building  and  you  will 
be  asked  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  this  land.  It 
has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  Town  has  enjoyed  the  use  of  a  por- 
tion of  this  land  bordering  the  Park  for  many  years.  At  present,  a  portion  of 
the  driveway  leading  from  Grandview  Road  to  the  Park  is  not  owned  by  the 
Town.  In  addition,  the  bleachers  on  the  left  field  line  are  on  private  property. 
We  would  like  very  much  to  resolve  the  land  in  question  and  we  therefore 
ask  for  your  support  to  purchase  it. 

The  City  of  Concord's  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  off  Hall  Street  will  be 
operational  about  1980.  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (E.  P.  A.)  has 
directed  that  the  Town  of  Bow  will  sewer  certain  sections  and  tie-in  to  the 
Concord  system  by  November  15,  1981.  Much  planning  and  engineering 
work  must  be  done  in  preparation  for  this  and  therefore  appropriate  articles 
are  in  the  Warrant  for  your  action  at  this  Town  Meeting.  More  detailed  in- 
formation will  be  available  for  your  review  prior  to  March  8. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  done  its  best  to  keep  Bow  running  smoothly 
and  efficiently  and  the  Board  hopes  you  agree  that  we  have  succeeded.  The 
whole  Town  must  be  considered  at  all  times;  not  just  one  department  or  one 
resident.

FINANCIAL  INFORMATION 

General  Fund: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheet  -  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976: 
(Exhibit  A- 1) 

A  comparative  balance  sheet  disclosing  the  financial  condition  of  the  general 
fund  as  of  December  31,  1975  and  December  31,  1976  is  presented  in  Exhibit 
A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  current  surplus  of  the  Town  increased  by  $66,893 
in  1976,  from  $261,815  at  December  31,  1975  to  $328,708  at  December  31, 
1976. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Current  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  current  financial  condition  of  the  Town  is 
contained  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein.

Comparative  Statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
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actual  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1976,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  A-3  and  A4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A4),  a  net 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $110,101.  plus  a  revenue  surplus  of 
$26,792.  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $136,893. 

OTHER  FUNDS  AND  OFFICIALS'  ACCOUNTS 

The  accompanying  supplemental  exhibits  covering  segregated  funds  and  the 
accounts  of  those  officials  entrusted  with  the  custody,  receipt  or  expenditure  of 
Town  funds,  are  presented  in  accordance  with  the  current  requirements  of  the 
Municipal  Services  Division  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Although  not 
considered  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  statements  and 
results  of  operations,  our  examination  of  these  accounts  included  the  same  tests 
and  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  aforementioned 
financial  statements.  In  our  opinion,  these  exhibits  are  stated  fairly  in  all 
material  respects  when  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  and  the  office  staff  of  the  Town  of 
Bow  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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RECORD  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Bow.  N.H.,  March  2.  1976 

The  annual  town  meeting  for  the  legal  voters  for  the  town  of  Bow  was 
called  to  order  by  the  moderator,  Horace  Bailey,  at  8:10  P.M.  at  Bow  Memo- 
rial School.

Article  7:  Shall  the  Town  vote  to  adopt  the  following  Dog  Control  Ordi- 
nance: The  Town  of  Bow  hereby  ordains  as  follows: 

Any  dog  found  running  at  large  outside  the  limits  of  its  owner's  prop- 
ery  and  not  under  the  owner's  control  or  supervision  within  the  Town  of 
Bow  will  be  impounded. 

The  word  "owner"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean  a  person  who 
owns  or  keeps  a  dog. 

The  owner  of  any  impounded  dog,  when  known,  may  retrieve  said  dog 
upon  payment  to  the  Town  of  Bow  a  fee  of  $5.  for  the  impounding  and 
an  additional  charge  of  $5.  per  day  that  said  dog  is  confined  by  the  Bow 
Police  Department. 

In  the  event  that  the  owner  of  any  impounded  dog  is  unknown,  the 
description  of  said  dog  will  be  advertised.  If  the  owner  is  found,  the  same 
fees  and  charges  must  be  paid  as  well  as  any  additional  cost  caused  by 
the  advertising  before  said  dog  is  released  to  the  owner.  If  the  owner 
cannot  be  determined  after  ten  days'  confinement,  the  dog  will  be  hu- 
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manely  disposed  of  by  the  Bow  Police  Department. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  60  days  after  passage.

Article  8:  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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UPTON  PROPERTY  SCHEDULE  OF  PAYMENTS 


At  the  March  2,  1976  Town  Meeting,  the  Town,  by  a  335  to  92  vote,  voted 
to  purchase  1000  acres  more  or  less  of  land  from  the  Upton  Estates  for  a  price 
not  to  exceed  $500,000.  to  be  paid  as  follows: 

The  first  payment  not  to  exceed  $145,000.  upon  delivery  of  the  deed  and 
the  remainder  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  payments  on  or  before  May  1,  1977 
and  May  1,  1978,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  year  on  the  unpaid 
balance. 

Upon  delivery  of  the  deed  in  September,  1976,  the  Town  made  its  first 
payment  of  $135,000.  This  left  $365,000  to  be  paid  in  two  equal  payments 
in  1977  and  1978. 

A  payment  of  $182,500.  will  be  paid  before  May  1,  1977  plus  5%  interest 
on  $365,000.  The  final  payment  in  1978  will  be  $182,500.  plus  5%  interest.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

On  this  rainy  7th  day  of  December,  I  have  just  returned  from  checking  the 
roads  for  ice  and  drainage.  During  my  tour,  I  felt  grateful  for  the  under 
drainage  we  have  installed  in  the  past  few  years.  Although  it  was  raining  very 
hard,  the  areas  where  under  drain  had  been  installed,  surface  water  was  nil. 
This  results  in  fewer  washouts  and  less  ice  buildup. 

We  are  quite  satisfied  with  the  completion  of  our  T.R.A.  Project  on  Brown 
Hill  Road.  This  road  should  enhance  travel  for  the  people  who  use  it. 

I  am  also  pleased  with  the  results  of  our  resurfacing  program,  mainly  on 
Page  Road.  This  encourages  us  to  do  more  work  of  this  kind  in  the  future. 

We  have  completed  construction  of  our  storage  shed  at  the  rear  of  the 
Highway  Garage.  Some  of  our  offseason  tools,  as  well  as  tires,  etc.  are  stored 
there.  This  gives  us  more  elbow  room  in  the  garage. 

With  these  specific  projects  and  our  routine  work  of  sealing,  drainage  work 
and  brush  cutting  the  Highway  Crew  has  kept  busy. 

Of  all  the  duties  the  Highway  Crew  has  to  perform,  the  hardest  of  them  all 
is  winter  time  maintenance.  If  every  storm  were  the  same,  or  if  we  could  rely 
on  information  given  by  the  weather  man  to  be  correct,  it  would  be  a  lot 
easier.  It  is  quite  difficult  at  times  to  make  the  correct  judgement  as  to  what 
move  to  make. 

We  have  received  complaints  that  we  are  not  getting  around  with  our  salt 
and  sand  soon  enough.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  by  the  time  we  need  salt  and 
sand  on  the  roads,  we  need  it  everywhere.  It  is  just  impossible  for  three 
vehicles  to  cover  some  70  miles  of  road  without  someone  having  to  wait.  Our 
vehicles  are  sent  out  in  a  manner  so  as  to  get  our  main  routes  and  steepest 
parts  of  town  first;  consequently,  some  people  have  to  wait  for  service. 

Another  fact  that  most  people  do  not  realize  is  the  major  role  traffic  plays 
in  the  effectiveness  salt  and  sand  has  on  roads  that  have  but  little  travel.  Sand 
and  salt  will  lie  dormant  and  look  as  if  none  had  been  applied,  which 
truthfully  will  have  received  as  much  or  more  than  the  main  streets.  Traffic 
keeps  the  sand  and  salt  moving  resulting  in  clearing  of  the  road  quicker. 

In  the  ensuing  year's  budget  we  are  asking  to  buy  another  diesel  powered 
truck  with  wing  and  plow.  Instead  of  trading  the  old  truck,  we  are  asking  to 
keep  it  and  permanently  mount  a  sander  for  winter  use  as  well  as  summer 
time  sealing.  This  will  give  us  that  added  coverage  in  need  during  the  winter. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  employees  of  the  Town  are  retiring.  Walter 
Alexander  and  Oscar  Merrill,  for  a  combined  total  of  38  years,  have 
dedicated  themselves  to  loyal  and  faithful  service  to  the  Town  of  Bow.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  they  can  enjoy  their  retirement  for  many  years  to  come.  Thanks 
Walt  and  Oscar  for  a  job  well  done. 

Every  year  the  Town  grows  a  little  more.  This  includes  additional  roads  to 
maintain.  We  accept  this  obligation  to  do  the  very  best  we  know  how  without 
adding  much  more  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  With  this  in  mind,  we  ask  for  your 
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patience  if  at  times  we  seem  to  be  slow. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  helped  us  in  any  way  to  fulfill  our 
obligations.

In  the  past  year  the  Police  Department  continued  a  program  of  preventive 
law  enforcement  in  an  attempt  to  minimize  accidents  by  the  frequent  use  of 
radar  on  our  town  roads.  Accidents  in  Bow  did  not  increase  until  December, 
when  twenty-four  accidents  occurred  mostly  because  of  extremely  icy  con- 
ditions. 

Burglaries  this  year  did  not  increase,  therefore  the  "Bother  Us"  program 
must  be  working.  The  general  public  is  calling  the  Police  Department  on 
suspicious  persons  and/or  vehicles,  and  these  are  being  checked  out  by  the 
Officer  on  duty. 

If  possible,  the  citizens  of  Bow  should  be  aware  of  what  is  going  on  at  his 
neighbor's  home  or  around  him  and  know  the  neighbor's  habits,  such  as 
their  day  or  night  working  hours;  their  vehicles;  their  being  away  on  week- 
ends, and  anything  else  that  looks  suspicious  or  out-of-place.  "Bother  Us;" 
call  the  Police  Department! 

Burglaries  in  private  homes  and  businesses  are  not  just  a  problem  in  Bow, 
but  are  ever-growing  in  New  Hampshire  and  throughout  the  Nation.  Our 
thanks  to  the  Selectmen  and  town  officials,  as  well  as  our  residents,  for 
helping  us  do  our  job.  All  residents  should  feel  free  to  call  this  Department 
on  the  Police  phone — 228-051 1 — for  information  on  Police  matters. 

The  Police  Department  extends  its  special  appreciation  to  Neil  Ordway 
and  the  Bow  Rescue  Squad  members  for  their  valuable  assistance  at  accident 
scenes  and  other  emergencies.

During  1976  we  ran  into  a  lot  of  trouble  with  new  chimneys  and  wood 
stoves.  The  Fire  Department  will  be  glad  to  take  a  look  at  any  new  wood 
stoves  being  installed  in  your  home.  Your  chimney  is  the  most  important  part 
of  your  heat  because  it  extends  the  complete  height  of  your  home.  Before 
having  one  installed,  be  sure  to  get  a  Building  Permit  from  the  Building  In- 
spector, and  be  sure  it  is  inspected  before  you  use  it! 

The  Bow  Fire  Department  members  went  to  a  number  of  Training  Schools 

in  1976  to  bring  back  more  knowledge  of  up-to-date  firefighting  to  our  Town. 

June  16th  saw  the  arrival  of  our  new  2000  gallon  Tanker  Pumper.  This 

truck  has  proven  to  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  Fire  Department.  The  extra 

water  has  made  the  difference  on  a  number  of  large  fires  since  we  got  it. 

During  the  year  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  the  Bow  Fire  Department  has  done 
a  fine  job,  selling  Bicentennial  plates,  serving  coffee  to  the  Fireman  on 
several  occasions  along  with  their  many  other  accomplishments.  Their  help 
and  donations  to  the  Fire  Department  have  proven  to  us  that  an  Auxiliary 
such  as  ours  is  something  to  be  proud  of,  and  has  not  gone  unnoticed.  Our 
thanks  to  them  for  their  dedication. 

We  are  still  trying  to  get  new  members  into  the  Fire  Department  who  are 
willing  to  give  up  some  of  their  time  for  a  good  cause  in  the  Town. 

Fire  permits  for  outside  burning  are  required  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  It  is  important  that  we  all  be  careful  with  our  outside  fires 
because  of  the  number  of  acres  of  land  cut  off  in  the  last  year.  If  you  have  a 
brush  pile  to  burn,  contact  the  Fire  Chief  for  a  permit,  and  do  not  try  to  burn 
between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 

We  have  made  a  number  of  Mutual  Aid  runs  out  of  Town  and  this  has 
helped  in  the  training  of  our  Pump  Operators.  All  eleven  Towns  in  the 
Mutual  Aid  System  train  together  once  a  month  in  the  different  Towns.  This 
gives  us  the  capability  of  working  more  closely  with  the  other  Towns  as  a 
team. 
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The  Annual  Report  of  the  Bow  Rescue  Squad  was  submitted  to  me  by 
Director  Neil  Ordway  and  Assistant  Director  Robert  Lougee  as  follows: 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Bow  Fire  Department  Rescue  Squad  in  January 
of  1976,  we  have  responded  to  77  calls  with  42  transports  to  Concord 
Hospital. 

Six  members  of  the  Squad  are  Emergency  Medical  Technicians,  certified 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Sixteen  members  are  certified  in  advanced 
First  Aid  and  Emergency  Care  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  The  majority  are 
certified  in  Cardio-Pulmonary  Resuscitation  (CPR)  by  The  New  Hampshire 
Heart  Association.  The  vehicle  and  members  are  licensed  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recognized 
the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or 
city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the 
State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and 
several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires,  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling 
a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  war- 
den deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization  in 
modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also 
provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention 
activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20 
years.

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TOWN  ENGINEER  AND  BUILDING  INSPECTOR 
1976 

During  the  year  1 18  building  permits  were  issued  for  new  construction.  Of 
these  permits  47  were  for  new  single  family  homes  which  represents  a  15%  in- 
crease in  this  category  of  permit  when  compared  with  1975  but  still  represen- 
ts a  20%  decrease  when  compared  with  1974.  As  agent  for  the  N.H.  Water 
Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  44  sewage  disposal  systems  were 
inspected  and  approved  for  operation. 

At  the  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  new  building  code  based  on  the 
Building  Officials  and  Code  Administration  International,  Inc.  (BOCA) 
model  codes  was  adopted.  This  code  for  the  first  time  provides  the  town  with 
a  complete  and  comprehensive  set  of  building  standards.  The  use  of  this  code 
for  the  past  nine  months  has  been  a  process  of  familiarization  and  education 
for  the  building  inspector  and  the  builders  involved  with  it.  It  is  apparent 
that  some  additional  changes  to  the  code  are  required  to  make  it  more  com- 
patible with  accepted  construction  in  New  Hampshire.  Recommendations  for 
proposed  changes  have  been  provided  the  Planning  Board. 

Significant  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the  filling  system  for 
building  permits,  parcel  index  cards,  property  transfer  cards  and  subdivision 
plat  records.  Also  during  the  year  0.35  miles  of  new  subdivision  roads  were 
inspected  and  recommended  for  acceptance  by  the  Town.

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BUILDING  CODE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 
1976  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  B.O.C.A.  Building  Code  which  was  adopted  at  the  Town  Meeting  in 
March,  calls  for  the  establishment  of  a  five-member  Board  of  Appeals.  Three 
of  these  members  are  to  be  Registered  Professional  Engineers  (with  one  being 
a  Structural  Engineer),  and  two  members  are  to  be  from  fields  associated 
with  the  construction  industry.  The  present  members  were  appointed  in  April 
by  the  Selectmen  for  terms  running  from  one  to  five  years.  In  the  future, 
one  Board  member  will  be  appointed  each  year  for  a  term  of  five  years. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  are  to  hear  and  decide  upon  appeals  to  decisions 
of  the  Building  Inspector,  based  on  three  criteria: 

(1)  The  true  intent  of  the  code  has  been  incorrectly  interpreted. 

(2)  The  provisions  of  the  code  do  not  fully  apply. 

(3)  An  equally  good  or  better  form  of  construction  can  be  used. 

This  year  has  been  an  adjusting  and  learning  period,  as  some  provisions  of 
the  code  require  construction  details  somewhat  different  from  those  com- 
monly used  in  Bow  prior  to  this  year. 

The  Board  has  heard  17  appeals,  and  has  affirmed  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor's decision  1  time,  modified  his  decision  3  times,  and  reversed  his  decision 
13  times. 

The  Board  hired  Mrs.  Janet  Dare  on  a  part-time  basis  as  the  Board's  Sec- 
retary. 

In  line  with  current  laws,  all  hearings,  meetings,  and  records  of  the  Board 
are  open  to  the  public.

The  Board  conducted  13  regular  meetings  and  held  5  scheduled  field  ap- 
praisals of  pending  appeals  during  the  year.  In  processing  an  appeal,  an  in- 
dication that  many  extra  hours  had  been  spent  by  individual  members  could 
be  seen  by  the  frequent  comment  that  "oh,  yes,  I  noticed  that  this  or  that  had 
been  started/added/completed/changed,  etc.  on  parcel  "x"  or  "y"  lately." 

There  were  12  applications  for  gravel  pit  operations,  8  applications  for 
variances  to  certificates  of  occupancy,  3  requests  for  yard  dimensional 
variances,  1  request  for  sign  variance,  2  requests  for  executive  decision  and 
other  miscellaneous  requests  for  special  exception  or  variance  processed 
during  the  year.  All  of  these  various  requests  required  4  public  hearings. 

Invaluable  technical  assistance  was  given  in  the  processing  of  these  appeals 
by  the  Town  Engineer,  Robert  Ojendyk. 

The  interest  and  concern  shown  by  the  Townspeople  at  the  Public 
Hearings  in  1976  was  gratifying  in  comparison  to  a  few  years  ago  when  no 
one  would  be  in  attendance  other  than  the  Board  members  and  the  ap- 
pellant. The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  cooperation  in 
the  completion  of  its  duties.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commissfon  met  fifteen  times  throughout  this  past  year 
and  has  the  following  to  report.  The  Commission  welcomes  new  members 
Carol  Gouin,  Curt  Gordon  and  Dick  Rice.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers and  families  of  Franklin  Gregory,  Carl  Sandquist  and  Ritchie  White 
for  their  service  rendered  to  the  town  over  the  past  years. 

Frank  Gregory,  Roy  Peaslee  and  Morris  Foote  visited  the  Durham  recy- 
cling plant  where  glass,  paper  and  cans  are  currently  being  recycled.  The 
highlight  of  this  trip  was  the  composting  of  garbage  and  sewerage  treatment 
waste  to  be  used  for  organic  waste.  The  recycling  program  ground  to  a  halt 
with  the  purchase  of  the  Upton  Land.  Until  such  time  as  the  market  value 
of  recycleable  material  increases  to  where  they  can  be  profitably  handled,  we 
see  no  action  in  the  recycling  field. 

Six  Dredge  and  Fill  permits  were  reviewed.  Most  controversial  were  the 
sodium  silicate  holding  pond  for  lonarc  Inc.  and  the  First  Management  & 
Marketing  Corporation  proposal  to  fill  "Ma  Willie's  Pond." 

At  the  October  Meeting  Martha  Pearson  reported  on  the  activities  of  Con- 
servation Camp  this  past  summer. 

The  major  undertaking  of  this  year  was  the  purchase  of  the  Upton  Land 
and  initial  procedures  to  use  this  land.  The  primary  step  was  the  closing 
with  the  Uptons  which  was  postponed  until  an  abstract  could  be  compiled. 
A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  to  correct  the  Warrant  to  allow  the  town  to 
expend  monies  for  purchase  of  the  land.  The  Selectmen  appointed  an  Advi- 
sory Committee  consisting  of  Cedric  Dustin,  Jack  E.  Earle,  Morris  C.  Foote, 
Sr.,  William  H.  Hilton,  Paul  Lindquist.  Gary  Nylen,  Gerald  Upton,  Sr.  and 
Alfred  Ward  to  aid  us  in  planning.  The  James  H.  Neil  Co.  surveyed  lot  #116 
Upton  land  abutting  the  Town  Forest  on  Branch  Londonderry  Turnpike. 
This  survey  emphasizes  the  importance  of  having  all  the  Upton  land  surveyed 
to  verify  boundaries  of  all  parcels.  Probably  the  most  important  step  to  be 
taken  on  the  Upton  Land  is  the  formation  of  a  land  use  designation  for  each 
parcel  so  that  Town  residents  will  be  able  to  use  each  parcel.  This  must  be 
designated  by  a  vote  of  the  Townspeople.  Gail  Leighton,  senior  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire,  compiled  a  very  helpful  report  on  the  Upton  Land  for 
her  senior  practicum. 

The  other  project  in  limbo  is  the  restoration  of  the  Nichols-Colby  Up  and 
Down  Sawmill  at  the  outlet  of  Putney  Pond.  Initial  work  has  been  done  in 
conjunction  with  the  Dunbarton  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Society 
for  the  Protection  of  N.H.  Forests.

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1976  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOW  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  past  year  the  Bow  Planning  Board  continued  to  focus  its  attention  on 
some  of  the  broader  aspects  of  the  planning  process  by  meeting  and  coor- 
dinating with  town  departments,  boards  and  commissions.  Among  these 
agencies  were  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, the  Recreation  Department  and  the  newly  created  Board  of  Appeals. 

The  Planning  Board  also  met  with  the  Fire  Department  to  discuss  possible 
locations  of  substations;  with  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commissioners  in  regard 
to  the  Hall  Street  sewage  plant  and  sewage  district;  and  with  our  State 
Senator  and  Legislative  Representatives  to  discuss  future  legislative 
programs  related  to  planning. 

A  Board  of  Appeals  was  established  with  the  adoption  of  a  revised 
Building  Code.  Amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  Map  were  also 
approved  at  Town  Meeting.  Subdivision  activity  included  the  following:  two 
(2)  major  subdivisions  totaling  thirteen  (13)  lots;  thirteen  (13)  minor  sub- 
divisions totaling  twenty-one  (21)  lots;  four  (4)  zoning  special  exception 
referrals;  and  four  (4)  non-residential  subdivision  site  plans  were  reviewed. 
Twelve  (12)  discretionary  easements  were  approved. 

Duncan  Pearson  was  nominated  to  serve  on  the  School  Building  Advisory 
Committee  and  Al  Ward  was  nominated  to  serve  on  the  Open  Space  Advisory 
Committee. 

Robert  Ojendyk,  Building  Inspector,  and  Linda  Nylen,  Recording 
Secretary,  continued  to  support  the  Board  administratively.

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CENTRAL  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL 
PLANNING  COMMISSION 

At  the  end  of  1976  and  six  years  ot  operation,  the  Central  New  Hampshire 
Regional  Planning  Commission  had  completed  several  studies  of  a  regional 
as  well  as  a  local  assistance  nature. 

During  1976  the  Commission  completed  the  following  studies:  an  historic 
preservation  report  listing  significant  historic  sites  by  community,  a  com- 
munity facilities  inventory  for  each  community,  a  study  outlining  the  impact 
of  institutional  tax  exempt  properties  within  each  community.  Currently  the 
Commission  is  preparing  a  future  land  use  study,  a  housing  needs  update 
study  and  an  economic  base  study,  all  from  a  regional  perspective. 

In  January,  the  Commission  delivered  to  the  Town  a  set  of  photographic 
enlargements  which  were  requested  by  the  Selectmen. 

During  September  and  October  of  1976  the  Commission  co-sponsored  a 
series  of  seminars  dealing  with  the  legal  aspects  of  planning.  Several  officials 
from  Bow  attended  and  the  entire  series  received  favorable  comment. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  answered  several  requests  from  the  Selectmen 
and  Planning  Board  and  provided  advice  and  guidance  to  the  Recreation 
Committee  on  the  possible  uses  of  specific  town-owned  lands. 

The  Commission  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  to  serve  the  needs  of  its 
member  communities  in  future  years  and  greatly  appreciates  the  past  sup- 
port of  its  activities  by  the  Town  of  Bow.

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RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

During  1976  the  Recreation  Department  maximizing  use  of  all  Com- 
munity facilities  afternoons  and  evenings  progressed  toward  their  goal  to 
provide  recreation  programs  for  young  and  old  alike.  Programming  has  ex- 
panded and  approximately  one  third  of  the  population  of  Bow  has  par- 
ticipated in  events  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Department.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  Department  to  reach  even  a  larger  percentage  of  the  town's  residents. 

Winter  and  Spring  programs  include:  men's  volleyball,  women's  fitness 
and  volleyball,  boys  and  girls  afternoon  and  evening  classes,  tennis  in- 
struction, ping  pong  tournament,  foul  shooting  contest,  carnival,  movies, 
Boston  Celtics  trip,  skating,  a  rock  concert,  and  a  special  Easter  egg  hunt 
with  approximately  250  attending.  Over  a  hundred  prizes  were  awarded  to 
those  participants  finding  specially  marked  eggs. 

The  eight  week  summer  program  was  well  attended  and  many  new  features 
were  added  by  the  staff  which  consisted  of  a  Director,  Assistant  Director,  and 
two  supervisors.  The  children  enjoyed  the  weekly  trips,  various  contests,  over- 
night trips,  golf,  archery,  arts  and  crafts,  games,  family  movies  and  a  family 
cook  out. 

Men  and  women  softball  leagues  were  formed  with  nine  teams  par- 
ticipating throughout  the  summer.  Playoffs  were  held  for  each  league  to 
determine  the  championship. 

Programs  for  the  Fall  and  Winter  were:  daily  classes  for  grades  one 
through  twelve  and  for  adults,  special  events  included  the  first  annual  circus 
sponsored  by  the  Department  with  over  eight  hundred  people  in  attendance, 
Halloween  party,  and  a  Christmas  cartoon  show. 

Senior  adults  have  formed  a  club  called  the  "Young  in  Heart  Club"  with 
approximately  thirty  active  members.  The  club  meets  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  the  month  at  the  Municipal  Building  at  2:00  p.m.  Of- 
ficers have  been  elected  for  this  year  and  by-laws  are  being  set  up  by  the  club. 
The  "Young  in  Heart  Club"  has  traveled  to  Boston  for  the  flower  show,  Man- 
chester Flower  Show,  Isle  of  Shoals,  Mt.  Washington  Boat  trip.  Senior  Day  at 
Keene  State  College,  Oktoberfest,  and  at  their  meetings  they  have  speakers, 
movies,  games  and  many  different  activities. 

The  Recreation  Commission  was  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  a  new 
Director,  Robert  Wheeler.  Bob  has  been  a  resident  of  Bow  for  thirty  years 
and  has  thirteen  years  of  experience  in  the  field  of  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  combined. 

The  Recreation  Department  has  been  assigned  the  responsibilities  of 
scheduling  the  use  of  the  Community  Building,  Sargent  Park,  and  the  Bow 
Memorial  School  after  school  hours  including  the  use  of  the  school  athletic 
field. 

The  Commission  and  Director  are  working  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, Athletic  Club  and  other  Town  Officials  and  Organizations  to  con- 
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struct  by  volunteer  labor  additional  athletic  fields  on  a  portion  of  the  recently 
acquired  Upton  property. 

The  Commission  meets  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  the  Community 
Building  at  7:00  p.m.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend  the  meetings.  You  may 
contact  Bob  or  any  of  the  Commission  members  with  any  suggestions  to  help 
improve  or  expand  the  programs  serving  the  needs  of  Bow  in  the  field  of 
recreation.

This  committee  has  met  at  least  once  a  month  during  the  year  and  some- 
times more  frequently.  We've  had  several  meetings  with  representatives  of 
various  town  organizations  and,  with  many  interested  residents,  having 
joined  us  both  at  monthly  and  other  meetings.  They  came  up  with  numerous 
excellent  suggestions.  Thanks  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  these  people,  we  were 
able  to  work  out  a  fine  celebration  of  our  nation's  200th  birthday. 

On  July  4,  1976,  Selectman  Carroll  French  read  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence in  a  meeting  held  on  the  Bow  School  grounds,  and  Arthur  Sinclair, 
Chairman  of  Coins  for  the  bicentennial  and  sesquibicentennial  presented 
the  town  with  a  set  of  coins  which  are  numbered  to  coincide  with  the  number 
of  the  town's  copy  of  "100  Acres  More  or  Less,"  the  town  history  published 
in  early  January  of  1 976. 

Unfortunately,  coin  sales  did  not  go  as  well  as  we  all  hoped  and  many  are 
yet  to  be  picked  up  and  paid  for.  A  different  coin  is  due  for  the  250th  year 
but  there  are  many  1976  ones  still  to  be  sold. 

Our  restoration  project  on  the  remaining  one-room  schoolhouse  at  Bow 
Center  saw  a  total  of  201%  man-hours  spent  on  the  building  by  volunteers. 
We  think  the  results  of  this  work  are  worthy  of  viewing  both  inside  and  out. 
Special  thanks  for  many  hours  of  scraping  paint,  painting,  cleaning  and 
generally  "digging  out"  go  to  the  following  people:  Anne,  Hannah,  Anthony 
and  Jeffrey  Foote;  Barbara,  Dick  and  Paul  Nichols,  Faye  Johnson,  Myrna 
Hanna,  Martha  Pearson,  Patty  Blevens,  Mary  and  Norman  Fortin,  Carolyn 
Hickey,  Liz  Greason,  Jenifra  Gosling,  Denise  and  Deborah  White.

Some  of  our  proposed  projects  for  this  year  are:  a  babysitting  clinic,  a 
bicycle  registration  co-sponsored  with  the  Police  Department,  planting  of 
trees  at  historic  sites  in  Bow  and  participation  in  Bow  Bicentennial  Days 
Celebration. 

Each  year  the  club  sponsors  a  Community  Improvement  Program  involv- 
ing all  organizations  in  the  town  of  Bow. 

Our  meetings  are  scheduled  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  from 
September  thru  April  at  7:30.  We  are  presently  meeting  at  the  Bow  Commu- 
nity Baptist  Church.

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BOW  ATHLETIC  CLUB 

The  Bow  Athletic  Club  Board  of  Directors  is  pleased  to  report  a  most 
successful  second  year  of  organized  athletic  opportunities  for  our  young 
people.  Continuing  activities  include  a  youth  baseball  league  for  ages  8 
through  12,  two  boys'  baseball  teams  for  ages  13  through  16,  an  all-star  tour- 
nament baseball  team  of  the  10  to  12  age  group,  two  midget  football  teams 
for  grades  4  through  7  and  two  basketball  teams  for  grades  5  through  8.  The 
Bo-Peeps  cheering  squads  continued  to  support  the  football  and  basketball 
teams. 

This  past  year  saw  the  start  of  a  girls'  softball  league  for  ages  9  through  13. 
An  all-star  team  continued  to  play  neighboring  town  teams  following  the 
regular  season.  Another  first  was  the  sponsorship  of  3-  and  6-mile  road  races 
on  Bicentennial  Day  which  we  hope  to  continue  as  an  annual  open  in- 
vitational event  for  all  ages.  Approximately  295  youngsters  participated  in 
these  activities  and  50  persons  ran  in  the  road  races.  Other  activities  included 
coordinated  events  in  cooperation  with  the  Bow  Recreation  Director. 

Also,  for  the  first  time,  local  businesses  were  invited  to  participate  finan- 
cially by  sponsoring  various  teams.  This  invitation  was  readily  accepted  and 
the  Club  is  greatly  appreciative  for  this  support  from  the  business  com- 
munity. When  added  to  the  many  generous  donations  and  proceeds  from 
other  fund-raising  events,  $4,173.28  was  received  and  expended  for  uniforms, 
equipment  and  insurance  for  youth  athletic  programs. 

The  growth  of  the  youth  baseball  program  and  the  beginning  of  a  girls' 
Softball  league  in  combination  with  a  growing  Town  Recreation  Department 
Softball  program,  has  evolved  in  a  serious  lack  of  playing  fields  for  these  ac- 
tivities. The  BAC  has  offered  its  voluntary  services  in  cooperation  with  the 
Recreation  Commission  to  construct  these  needed  facilities.  We  hope  to  ac- 
complish this  in  1977  as  a  priority  project  provided  the  required  space 
becomes  available.
